Samuel Shelton Canfiald was born in
West Falls, N, Y., Dec, 3, 18456, sud djed
at the home of his daoghter, Mrs. G, T,
Anderson, in Tionests, Pa,, at 8:00 a, m,,
July 28, 1000, He was ason of 8. 8, and
Lucy A, (Gouchls) Cantield, both de-
ceused, When the clouds of the Civil war
sottled over our pountry our subject was
ongaged in farmiog. He was but 17
yoars of age when he was onrolled Dec, 2,
1862, an & private in Co. H, 100th N, Y,
V. L, 1st Brig., 1st Div,, 24th A. C,, and
bafore the close of service on the fleld of
battle bhad attaived the rank of sergeant,
Al the first charge on Ft, Wauner he was
wounded io the back by graps shot, for
which he was trested in the feld hospital
one month; he was again wounded at
Drowry's Blufl through the right thigh
by & minie ball; he was taken to the hios-
pital at Point Lookout two months, snd
theo at Buffalo il Mareh 1, 1865, Passed
A genaral lospection st Richmond, Va.,
throngh company, brigade, division and
corps, and was graoted a thirly day fur-
lough for being nearest & model soldier
of his command, and recsiyed 8 recom-
mend from general down to eaptain, who
were all inspectiog officers; instead of
golng home be acled s sergeant over
provost guard until granted his honoruble
discharge Aug. 25, 1805, He took pmu in
the siege of Fi, Wagner, Ber.nuda Hun-
dred, Drewry's Blull aod several others;
bis record during those trying years of
carnsge and disaster was one of which
to be proud, His brother James also
served in the war and never returned.

July 22,1866, In Venango county, Mr.
Caunfield was united In msrringe with
Mies Mary A. Johnson, & native of Glas-
gow, Beotland, who survives him, Nine
children were born to this unlon, 'seven
of whom survive, as follows: €, J. Can-
field and Katharine, wife of G, T, Ander-
son, of Tionesta; Lucy A., wife of Frank
R. Thomson, of North Baltimore, Ohijo;
Harry 8., of West Hickory; Jeannelts,
wifeof Harry H, Bruner, of Oll City;
Minnie, wife of Frad. O. Davis, and Miss
Mnud, of Tionesta.

For several years after his marriage
Mr, Canfiold lived on Oil Creek, while
that region was still one of the active
cenleérs of the oil industry, and about the
year 1880 he moved to Tlonesta, having
Just previous to that date spent a year or
80 ut Tylersburg. Shortly after locating
in the borough bo established himssll In
the livery business, schieving marked
success in that line by his energy, perse-
varance and close attention o business,
Health failing him be disposed of bis
business about thres years ago aod bhad
since lead a retired life, Duriog his long
rosldence In Tionesta he grew in popuo-
Iarity with his neighbors anod had been
repeatedly honored with election to local
offices, having held the offices of consta-
ble, collector, assessor, and justice of the
peace, resigning the latter oflice when
overtaken by illness. Since s organi-
ration he had been an active member of
Capt. Geo, Stow Post, No, 274, G, A. R.
He wus slso n member of the M, K,
church of Tionesta,

About thres yoars ago he was atlacked
by kidoey troubls and for a time his life
was despaired of, but he rallied in &
measure and friends hoped for bis recoy-
ory alter being operated upon, The re-
lief was only temporary, however, and
ubout a year ago he went o seo Lhe cele-
brated Mayo brothers st Rochestor,
Mion., snd was thers operated upon and
again afforded temporary relief, He was
tenderly cared for st the home of his
daughter, where everythiog possible was
dono to make his last days on earth
pouceful and comioitable, Death came
suddenly and unexpeotedly, He had
gona to the bathroom and returoed womss-
sisted to his bedroom, while his daughter
had goue to prepare hima light break fast,
Bolog attracted by an unusual sound she
burried to bim, but life had fled. The
unequal batitle which the veteran bad
bravely waged for mooths was ended,
and had gone against him,

Mr. Canlleld was by nataro one of the
most genlal and kiodly of men, big-
hearted and lboral, always ready to lend
a helpiog band o a fallow mortal and
thoss in want or distress, ns muny can
testify who haye kuvown of his qulet
benefaotions.

Funeral services will be held at the
home today at 10 o'clock . m., conducted
by Rav, W, O, Calbioun, sssisted by Revs,
H, A, Bailey and E. L. Mobros. The
remnins will be laid to rest in Riverside
cemelsry,
